Tiiot'oiithe intention of the heroro ter 
is due to the mathematician Torricelli, 
yet iu England Sir Christopher Wren 
was the first to suggest that the varying 
weight of the atmosphere was the true 
cause of the variation iu the height of 
the mercury. Tliis was a theory op- 
posed to that of the disciples of Des- 
cartes, who nscribed the variation to the 
influence of the moon. 

Nearly every year there falls in some 
part of the world a greater or less 
quantity of fine yellow powder, which 
fall is iKipularly lielievcd to be a shower 
of sulphur. Investigation, however, 
shows the jxiwder to be the tine pollen 
of a species of pine tree. The pollen 
grains float easily in the air, and are 
often carried bv gales a thousand miles. 
When they fail on snow the effect is 
often startliug. 

For preserving the natural colors of 
dried flowers and plants, this process 
has been recommended by German 
scientists: Dissolve one part of salicylic 
acid in 000 parts of alcohol, heat the 
solution to Ix.iling in a shallow dish, aud 
draw the plant through it slowly; shake' 
off any excess of liquid, dry lietween 
blotting patvr, and press in the usual 
manner. Natural 
thus preserved in greater perfection thai* 
by other processes. 

It is believed that jtorosity is a proi*- 1 
erty of all liodies. Au exjieriment per- 
formed some years ago, to ascertain' 
whether water could be compressed, re- 
siilbHl iu proving that gold is porous— { 
the water inclosed in u hollow sphere of. 
gold and forced by the violent pressure' 
applied passed through the sphere and ap- 
peared on the outside. 1 he pozea through 
which the liquid w;is driven could not 
have been more than the two-millionth 
of an inch in diameter. 

A . kktain Count Hugo von Engen- 
berg, of Fratzbergiu the Tyrol, is making 
use of microphones ,-iink in the ground 
on a declivity of a hill, and connected 
separately with a single telephone and 
small battery — to discover a source of 
water for his castle. He intends to con- 
duct the exjH'rinient by night, when dis- 
turbing sounds and vibrations of *Uu 
ground are less frequent than by day. 
If a stream of water flows near the ap- 
paratus it will pass the sound to the 
telephone, and thus reveal the spring.

"Wonld you like to feel tho motion of 
the earth whirling on its axis just as yon 
feel the motion of a buggy by the air 
driven against your face? ' 

The man who asked this singular 
question looked both sane and serious. 
As he spoke he touched with his linger 
a small glol>e, which, with tho slight 
impulse thus communicated, began to 
revolve smoothly and swiftly within a 
brass ring aud a broad wooden zone, on 
which were pictured tho odd-looking 
figures that represent tho twelve signs 
of the ztxliac. The green painted oceans 
and the variously tinted continents on 
the little globe blended into a confused 
jumble Of color witu. the motion. Ktinn* 
and America, the Atlantic and th." 
Pacific lost their outlines. Greenland 
made a dark circle al»out the pole like 
a streak on a lioy's top. 

"You know the earth is whirling like 
that — many times faster than that,'' said 
the philosopher, "and if the atmosphere 
did not partake of the same motion there 
would be a constant hurricane blowing 
at the rate of a thousand miles an hour. 
Most persons accept the explanation 
that the atmosphere revolves as fast as 
the solid ground without inquiring any 
further, and so they lose sight of one of 
the most startling facts in nature. Just 
step up here." 

The reporter followed tho philosopher 
to the flat roof of the house. 

"Don't you feel that?" usked the phil- 
osopher, putting his hand to his 
cheek. 

"I feel a wind from the northeast," 
replied the rep>rter. 

"Well, that's it, then," snid the phil- 
osopher. "As tlie surface of the earth 
revolves eastward, it meets a current of 
nir flowing from the north, which has 
not yet acquired a velocity of rotation 
equal to that of the ground it passes 
over. So objects on the earth are driven 
by the earth's motion through air that 
is moving more slowly to the eastward 
than thev are. The result is that the 
wind which started to blow from the 
jsiles toward the equator, instead of 
moving straight from north to south ap- 
l>ears to come from the northeast. The 
reason of this will lie plain the minute 
you look at a revolving globe.' You see 
that close to the poles the revolution of 
the surface is very much slower than at 
the equator, just as a poiut on the hub 
of a w heel moves more slowly than a 
l>oint on the tire. 

"You must not, however, suppose that 
every wind from the northeast is the re- 
sult of thia curious law. In fact, in this 
latitude it is very difficult to say when 
the true wind of revolution, if I may so 
s j >eak of it, is felt, because there are so 
many local causes that govern the direc- 
tion of the wiud. Nevertheless, when- 
ever a current of air starts from the far 
north toward the equator, this phenome- 
non will lie experienced in all the places 
it jmsses over, although it is very often 
obscured by the changes of direction 
caused by ranges of mountains, great 
valleys and J.»eal temperatures. liuHES" ' 
curious fact remains that we can feel in 
the wind the whirling of our glolie about 
its axes. In the tropics this phenome- 
non manifests itself perfectly iu the fa- 
mous trade winds, f u fact the west and 
southwest winds that prevail here a large 
part of the year are the returning trade 
winds. Iu this case the air, moving 
from the equator, where the revolution 
is fastest toward the polee where it is 
slowest, has, as it advances, a west wart I 
motion greater than that of the surface 
over which it passes. So marketl is the 
prevalence of this wind that sailors call 
it 'down hill' from here to England on 
account of the easy sailing with the 
wind. Si, you see, that, although the 
winds nlone would never enable ns to 
detect the fact that the earth revolves, 
yet now that the fact is known, we see 
In them one of its most striking re- 
sults."

Emperor of Brazil. 

The present Enqieror of Brazil, Pedro 
II. , is descended from tbe royal line of 
Portugal- When the French invaded 
that country in 1807. the royal family 
tied to Brazil, which was raised to the 
rank >.i a kingdom iu 1815. After diffi- 
culties with Portugal, tho father of the 
reigning sovereign took the part of Bra- 
zil, end was proclaimed protector and 
perpetual defender of that country, 
which was declared independent in 1822, 
and he was proclaimed constitutional 
Emperor and crowned. On the death 
of his father, Dom Pedro L alxlicted the 
throne of Brazil iu favor of his infant 
daughter, and returned to Portugal to 
assume the office of King. It was dnr- 
ing the residence of Dom Pedro I. in 
Brazil that Dom Pedro II., the present 
Emperor, was born, which event occurred 
December 2, 1825. He was crowned 
July 18, 1841, aud was married Sept. 4, 
1843, to Princess Christina Maria, 
dangter of Francis L, King of the Two 
SicihVs. Their one surviving child, 
Princess Isaliella, was born July 29, 
1846, and was married in 18G4 to Prince 
Lotus of Orleans, Comte d'Eu, eldest 
son of the Due de Nemours, of the ex- 
royal house of Bourbon-Orleans. The 
Empire of Brazil has greatly improved 
nnder Pedro II., slavery has been abol- 
ished, immigration invited, railways 
bnilt, and the finances and other depart- 
ments of the government put on a firmer 
basis. Tlie Emperor traveled in Europe 
for some time during 1871 and 1872, and 
not long since visited the United States, 
where he was very cordially received.

How the Iroumirs Five. 

Recent events have given an interest 
in these people, who dwell in an almost 
unknown country. The dwellingsof the 
Kroumir chiefs are somewhat sujierior 
to the other inhabitants, but even the 
chiefs share their homes with the mules, 
the cows and the goats. The dwelling 
consists of but one room, divided into 
two unequal compartments by a roughly 
made partition about a metre high. On 
one side of tins wall the family live; on 
the other the cattle. At the entrance to 
each village or group of mud huts there 
is a sort of public building called the 
"Djemaa," or meeting place, and it is 
here -thnt the people assemble at inter 
vals to discuss matters of general inter- 
est, the men wearing a loosely titting 
woolen or cotton shirt, and over it one 
or t wo burnous, according to the season. 
Their head gear is a kind of skull cap, 
knitted or of red felt. The arms, legs 
and the neck areleft bare, but the feet 
are protected by a piece of leather at- 
tached to the f.Mitbv a number of inter- 
twining strings. The dress tif the young 
women is described as extremely grace- 
ful. A large piece of woolen *tu!T. folded 
in two, is attached to the shoulder with 
a metal brooch, and reaches jnst below 
the knees. A bright-lmed girdle encir- 
cles the waist, and their toilette is com- 
pleted by a gaudy handkerchief wound 
round tbe head. With regard to morals 
the laws are strict, No man is allowed 
to have more than one wife, or to live 
w ith a women unless the union has been 
sanctioned by marriage ceremonies 
Women, however, are bought and sold 
like cattle, and a widow- can be appropri- 
ated by a male relative of her deceased 
husband without any payment being 
exacted for her. The usual diet of the 
trilie consists of "kous-kousson, ' a nat- 
ional dish, milk i» abundance, and fruit; 
the agetl alone est wheat or meat. The 
Kroumirs entertain scant respect for the 
authority of the Bey, but regard with 
reverence Ab,*llnh-ben-Djemal, their 
patron; it is tafe nuinilxiut or priest who, 
they believe, protects their territory, 
and to whom they look for guidance.— 
lirvue dc Qco:ir',i,',„ .

The region is one of the best agrioul- 
turaiNlistricts in Western Norway; the 
"Voss" farmers are held to lie fortunate 
and well-to-do. and their butter and 
cheese always bung high prices in mar- 
ket. 

As yve drove into the village we met 
the poaaailtn going home from church; 
the women in short green or black 
gowns, w ith gay jackets and white hand- 
kerchiefs made into a flying buttress 
sort of head-dress on their head; the 
men with knee-breeches, short vests and 
jackets, thick trimmed with silver but- 
tons. Every man Iwwed, and every 
woman courtesied as we passed. To 
pass any human being on the highway 
without a sign or token of greeting 
would be considered in Norway 'the 
height of ill-manners: any child seen to 
do it would be sharply reproved. Prob- 
ably few tilings would astonish the rural 
Norwegians more than to be told that 
among the highly civilized it is consid- 
ered a mark of good breeding, if you 
chauce to meet a fellow-man on the high- 
way, to go by him with no more recog- 
nition of his presence than you would 
give to a tree or stone wall. 

It is an odd thing that a man should 
be keeping the Vossevangen Hotel to- 
day who served in America's civil war, 
was for two years in one of the New 
York regiments, and saw a good deal of 
active service. He was called back to 
Norw ay by the death of his father, which 
mad" it necessary for him to take charge 
of the family estate in Vossevangen. 
He has married a Vossevangen woman, 
and is likely to end his days there, but 
he hankers for Chicago, and always will. 
He keeiw a fairly good little hotel on 
the shores of the lake. In one corner of 
the dining-room was a large round table 
covered with old silver forsale; tankards, 
chains, Wits, buttons, coins, rings, 
buckles, brooches, - ornaments of all 
kinds— hundreds of dollars' worth of 
things. There they lay, day and night, 
open to all who came; and they had 
done this, the landlady said, for years, 
and not a single article had ever been 
stolen; from which it is plain that not 
only is the Norwegian honest himself, 
there must be a contagion in his hon- 
esty which spread it to all travelers in 
his country.— Atlantic. 

The Laplander. 

The Laplander's sledge has no run- 
ners, but, like himself, it is covered with 
reindeer skin, and is in shape some- 
thing like a canoe. Harnessed to this 
sledge, the reindeer starts off with al- 
most the rapidity of the steam eugiue, 
going fifteen or twenty miles an hour. 

The reindeer is not only the Lap- 
lander's ahorse, but his cow, ami, during 
the time that it gives milk, he is freez- 
ing large qnautitios of it, to be used 
when no more is obtained.

Without this animal, the 
lander would be in a deplorable 
tion. .

The funny man of the Texas press 
writes: The climate of Texas is an una- 
bridged one, ami we w ould be doing it an 
injustice if we did not devote some space 
to it in this pap. i . 

When the pious old Spanish mission- 
aries first came to Western Texas to con- 
vert the Indians, and everything else 
they could lav their hands « ,n . b> their 
twu use, they noticed theextrome balmi- 
nesa of the atmosphere, the gorgeous 
Italian sunsets, and the -jperior quality 
of the climate. i'h. r wVre surprised 
that the Creator Wilis' waste so much 
good climate on the wicked heathen 
Back where they came from, where nil 
the bilks were 'good Catholics and ob- 
served 211 holvdavs in- the year, they 
couldn't raise 'as m«ch climate per an- 
num as they could harvest in Western 
Texas in one short week. 

In the early .lavs of the Republic of 
Tl \;,s. and even after snnexation, many 
of the white men who came t.> Western 
Texas from all parts of the United 
States had strong sanitary reasons for 
preferring a change of . Innate. To be 
more explicit the m«*t of the invalids 
had Iteen threatened with throat disease. 
So sudden and dangerous is this disease 
that the slightest delay in moving to a 
new and milder climate is apt to l>e fat d. 
the subject dying si dislocation of the 
spinal vertebra at the end of a few 
minis— and a rope. A gn at many meu, 
as soon as thev heard of \\ estern Texas, 
left their homes in Arkansas, Indiana and 
other States - left immediately, In-tween 
two days, the necessity.. f their depar- 
ture bring so urgent that they were 
obliged to Itorrow the hors.- they rode to 
Texas o.i. All these invalid- recovered 
on reaching Austin. In fact they began 
to feel l>etter, and considered themselves 
out of danger as soon as thev cro sse d the 
Brn/oa River.

In the Church of the Madeleine. 

Sauntering along the Boulevard Cap"- i 
ernes, I came in front of the grand 
church of the Madeleine. The gigantic 
bronze doom were hung ^ j^lack 
cloth I pressed my xvny through the 
crowd and entered. The wax lights 
burning, the coffin covered with flowers, j 
in the center innumerable priesta 
gesticulating aud praying, the low words 
m I.utiu of one of the holv fathers the 
occasional notes sad aud solemn from 
the great organ above, told too well the 
nature of the ceremony. It waa the 
funeral service of a late admiral in the 
French navy. Out of doors were more 
than txvo thousand soldiers, ahorse and 
tin foot, who had attended his remains 
from his apartments in the R !u . de la 
Poix to the Madeleine. The church it- 
self was packed with persons most of 
them distinguished iu politics, literature, 
science and art. Grand commanders and 
chevaliers of the Legion of Honor field 
officers and sous officers from the army; 
foreign ambassadors in their gold-fringed 
giirmeuts, aud members of the Institute 
wearing their famous livery of green; 
paraonein priestly robes and sad faced 
nuns in their ugly fr. icks and hideous 
white bonnets; professional gentleman 
in evening dress, and working men in 
their blue blouses — all present— who 
came out of curiosity to assist at the sad 
rites. 1 had never before taken notes of 
this very singular edifice. King Louis 
XV started to build this structure. The 
work was suspended at the revolution, 
was remodeled by Napoleon for the erec- 
tion of a temple of glory in honor of the 
grand army, then changed again to its 
original parpeje by Louis XvUf. and 
finally completed by Louis Halippe. 
It is 'said the plans were taken fr.'tu u 
heathen temple, and certainly it has 
none of the appearance of a Claistion 
church. More than one tourist has 
asked me "What bank is that?" or 
"What public building is ytmder?" 
iHiiutitig ut the same time to the Made- 
leine. There is something exceedingly 
inqiosing in its external aspect. Without 
dome, towering or sido windows, it 
stands on an elevated base, majestically 
anppocted on every side by a lofty range 
of massive Corinthian columns. Iuside 
colossal statues of countless saints stand 
in niches in the walls. There are 
splendid paintings, many marble altars 
and over much of gilding. 

The sad service progressed bnt I was 
too busy noting the sj>ectators to jwiv at- 
tention" to the ritual. Suddenly, hoxv- 
ever, in a pause in the service the im- 
mense organ played till the vaulted roof 
appeared fairly to tremble and the deep 
bass notes seemed like the reverberations 
of half suppressed thunder. They yielded 
to the flute-like cadences of a lovely 
duetto. Then from an invisible source 
there stole on the earth plaintive silverly 
notes of one of tho swiftest solos to 
which I even listened. It seaavod like 
the voice of a pure spirit interceding in 
behalf of tho dead admiral aud for the 
sins of ull of us living ones. Now it 
grew fainter and fuinter, and presently, 
as soothingly as the last tones of a harp, 
it was gently hushed. It was tho voice 
ol mis Isaacs, prima douua at the opera 
comiquo ami mistress of one of the 
Rothschilds; bnt, oh, it seemed like 
that of an nngeL The services were 
short and the remains were hurried 
axvay into the country. The black cloth 
was hastily taken down, the croxvd dis- 
persed, and then ns I lingered I saw a 
bridal couple entering through the very 
doors they had just l>orno the body of 
the .lead sailor. There were orange 
blossoms and white satin ami fragrant 
flowers, and the same grand organ pealed 
forth the wedding march, and all WSS 
bright ami glorious, w h ere, only a few 
minutes before, gloom and great distress 
prevailedamouga multitude of mourners.

Orange Culture in Florida. 

Orange trees are set out in rows us- 
ually from twenty-five to thirty feet 
apart each way, and when budded com- 
mence 1 tearing* in four years, seedlings W 
from Beven to ten years. They require 
light cultivation two or three times a 
year, either with tho hoe, harrow or 
small turning plow, drawn by ouo horse 
or mule. 

To fertilize it is customary to raise 
several crops of corn peas each year anil 
plow under the vines, which have all 
influence similar to our clover. The rich 
hamock lauds need no fertilizing to 
grow the orange or lemon, but many 
persons raise vegetables between the 
trees until they commence bearing. Iu 
this case it lx-crNmes necessary to use 
commercial fertilizers. In this way, by 
close attention, intelligence and industry, 
xvbich ev.-r v business requires, there may 
be realized from each acre in vegetables 
from $100 to 8-iOtl per year. When the 
orange tree is of full bearing age and well 
cared for, each year's crop is Worth 
about $1,000 per acre, about equal to 
fifty acres of xvheat. I have heard of 
some groves exceeding this; for instance, 
the Spurs Grove near Lake Monroe, of 
four aud one-half acres, yielded a few 
years since, as I am informed, seven 
thousand five hundred dollars, and Col.
